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Old Age Pension up 


If you are receiving the federal go- 
vernment Old Age Security Pension, Gua- 
ranteed Income Supplement or Spouse's 
Allowance, you will be getting and in- 
crease in pay effective this July. 

The increase, announced by Health 
and Welfore Minister Marc Lalonde, is 
the eleventh quorterly escalation based 
on the cost of living. 

Under the new rote structure the ba- 
sic Old Age Security pension rises to 
$137.06 from the present $135.43. 

The new monthly total at the single 
rate for persons receiving both the basic 
Old Age Security pension and maximum 
Guaranteed Income Supplement will be 
$233.19 


For a married couple who are both pen- 
sioners, the combination of the basic 


pension and maximum supplement will 
provice a payment of $444.84 monthly. 


The maximum Guaranteed Income Sup- 
plement for a single person or a married 


person whose spouse is not a pensioner

Beef premuim stabilized 


Agriculture and Food Minister Willian 
Newman has announced the details of the 
1976 beef calf income stabilization pro- 
gram. Speaking in the Legislature, Mr. 
Newman said the premiums for this year 
would be $5 per cow and the support pri- 
ce would be 50 cents per pound, the sa- 
me as last year. Enrollment closes this 
year on August 16. Only cows in the pro- 
ducer's possession as of June 22 may be 
registered. All contracts will expire in 
June 1980. 


The support price is calculated on 
100 percent of the producer's operating 
cost. All beef calf producers and cream 
shippers in Ontario are eligible. Produ- 
cers who participated last year will rece 
ve enrollment forms in the mail. New 
participants will be able to get forms from 
their agricultural representatives ofter 
July 12. 


Mr. Newman said that "although the 
price being supported is that for calves, 
the payments are made on a per cow bosis. 

“The payment is based on four factors} 
he said. "the support price for calves,

Deor Editor, 

Recently the Government of Ontorio 
hos begun to further weaken the local e- 
conomy with policies which are destroying 
the private compground business. They 
are doing this by subsidizing tourist acco- 
modation with your tax dollor. 

It seems most unfair that our OHIP 
fees go up by 50 percent, our health faci- 
lities ore cut because of a shortage of mo- 
ney ond our local toxes increase by 25 
percent or better (on the average) while 
the government runs its pork system at a 
50 percent deficit. They continue to ins- 
tall luxury facilities at a cost that will 
in all likelohood never pay for itself and 
to top it off, overnight accomodation 
which includes showers, washers and 
dryers, cost only $3.50 per night. This 
only covers about half the cost of opera- 
tion. For every camper, thether from O- 
shawa or Texas, the taxpayer picks up 
the bill. 


Running overnight campsites at a loss 
is bad enough (100 more ore being built 
right now and every year) in a year of 
budget cuts but putting private tourist 
operators out of business is another thing. 
The following is how smaller sectors of 
free enterprize are being destroyed by the 
Ontario Government. 

The provincial campsites are several 
dollars a night cheaper than private camp- 
grounds only because the taxpayers subsi- 
dizes them. 

The government facilities have a mo- 
nopoly on highway signing , denyed to 
private business. 

Public campgrounds have access to 


unlimited funds for expansion and impro- 
vement while the rpivate owners must im- 


prove through profit. 


Radio stations broadcast up to date in- 


formation on availability of canpsites in 


government parks (at no cost). When your 


nearest government park is full, tourists 
are advised to stay away from your area 
while at the same time your local private 
operator is crying for customers. Radio 
stations will not give — the private opera- 
tor the some service. It is now assumed 
thot only government facilities cre of im- 
portance. Imagine how this affects the 
private campground operators and all the 
businesses in your area when private faci- 
lities are ignored. This underusing of the 
private facilities depresses our local seo- 
sonal economy.

These issues are of a major 
concern not only because if recognized 
as legitimate and legal it means the 
payment of large sums of money by the 
people of Canada to the Natives or 
this country, but they also have impli- 
cations for the development and ex- 
ploitation of the natural resources es- 
pecially oil and gas, and for the eco- 
logy.

they do not want to come to grips with 
them. 

The courts of Canoda have had 
several opportunities to deal with 
the issues, but not unlike the govern- 
ment, they too have avoided dealing 
directly with the issues. They find 
one technicolity or another to dismiss 
the case. 

In regards to land, aboriginal rights 
includes native title and land claims 
almost exclusively deals with the issue « 
native title. In this short paper, the 
writer will attempt to present a concept 
of native title for purposes of educating 
those people who are in a position to 
do something about these issues. 


When it comes to a consideration 
of native title, most authorities 
reason the Indians have no concept 
of property ownership and therefore, 
how could they have title? But this 
is nonsense! It is high time the 
Government and the Courts stop 
using a premises false reasonings such 
as "personal and usufructuary right 
dependant on the good will of the 
sovereign" for stare decisis sake. 


In order to understand the property 
concepts of any society, one must 
have some appreciation of the overall 
philosophy or habitutal thought of 
that society.

The habitual thought of 
Western Occidental society is very 
linear and singular. A good example 
of incor things is Western Occidental 
society's concept of time. Time is 
conceptualized as a straight line. If 
one attempted to picture "time" in 
his mind, he would see something like 
o river flowing toward and on past 
him. What is behind is the past. What 
is immediately around him is the 


present. The future is upstream. 


Many native people think in terms 
of cyclicity. Time is nota straight 
line. It isa circle. Every day is 
not a new day, but the same day 
repeating itself. There is no need to 
name each day o different name. 

You only need one name: day. This 
philosophy is a result of o direct 
relationship to the macrocosm. The 
sun is round; the moon is round; 

@ day is a cycle - daylight followed 
by night; the seasons follow the same 
cycle year ofter year. A character- 
istic of cyclical chinking is that is 
is wholistic, in the same way that 

a circle is whole. 

The linear and singular philosophy 
of Western society, and the cyclical 
and wholistic philosophy of most 
native people can readily be seen in 
the property concepts each society has 
Firstly, British property concepts. 
British concepts of ownership or title 
are not dissimilar to Native concepts 
of land ownership. An underlying 
premise of the British property system 

is that no one can own \and in the 
same way that one can own a book. 
One cannot possess land in the same 
way that one can possess a book. 
Possession forms a large part of owner- 
ship. Since one cannot own land in 
the same way that he can own a 
book, a system has been devised by 
the British to give symbolic owner- 
ship. This system is known as the 
Under the estate 
system one cannot outrightly own the 
land, mainly because land outlasts 
human beings. The land was there 
before the present owner, ond will stil 
still be there after the present owner 


estate system. 


passes. Consequently, one can only 


have an interest in the land called 
an estate. 


A couple of observations can be 
made in regards to the estate system. 
Firstly, the system is linear vertically. 
The system is also very singular. It 
is geared to the individual ownership 
of land. Secondly, an underlying 
goal of the system is to facilitate 
transferability of the different interests 
Thirdly, the system necessitates an ex- 
tensive ond complicated registry. It

Indian ownership of property, ond 
in this cose, land, is wholistic. Lond 
is commonly owned. Indian property 
ownership is somewhat akin to o joint 
tenancy: the members of a tribe have 
an undivided interest in the land; 
everybody as a whole, owns the whole. 


If one attempts to trace the Indian's 
source of title, one will quickly find 
that the original source is the Creator. 
The Creator in granting land, did not 
give the land to human beings only but 
gave it to all living beings. This includes 
plants, sometimes rocks, and all animals. 
In other words, deer have the same type 
of estate or interest as any human being. 
This concept of sharing with fellow an- 
imols and plants is one that is quite clien 
to Western society's concept of land. To 
Western society, only human beings have 
a right to land and everything elses is 
for the convenience of human beings.

Chrysanthemum care 


The beauty of many fall gardens can 
often be attributed to the flamboyant 
chrysanthemum, due to its wide range of 
colors from white to bronze. For the best 
blooming results, these semihardy plants 
fequire special attention from the middle 
of June to the begginning of July, says 
Ontario Ministry of Agriculture and Food 
horticulturist R.A. Fleming. 

To increase the amount of bloom per 
plant, the new shoots require pinching 
to remove the growing points. This is 
one of the most important operations in 
the development of o well filled-out, 
beautiful plant. 

Pinching out the new shoots or termi- 
nal growing points should be started when 
the plont is five to six inches tall. This 
causes the plants to send out lateral 
shoots. When these new shoots reach fi- 
ve or six inches, their tops also need pin- 
ching. This will give the plants o sprea- 
ding, bushy appearance with an abundan- 
ce of blooms. 

After July 10, no further pinching is 
required, says Mr. Fleming. The plants 
need the rest of the summer for flower 
bud formation, in order to bloom in the 
fall.

"There is no evidence at the 
present time to show that the sprays 
present a fire hazard as long as the 
instructions on the label are followed 
carefully and excessive Chea ore 
not used at any one time. 


"Drums snould aiseyab be = 
free from lint." a spokesman for the 
department said, "but this is par- 
ticularly important when spray-on 
softeners are used." Softeners have 
a tendency to increase the accum- 
ulation of lint, especially when 
used too liberally. Lint traps should 
be cleaned after every load and the 
motor inspected and cleaned at

to a dryer fire.

Bill Dickson, manager of the Dese- 
ronto outlet of the Liquor Control 
Board of Ontario, said that his store

If liquor is sold to an underaged 
person, the salesman can be sued, 
evenmore so if this person is involved 
in an accident because of the consump- 
tion of alcohol. 

"| have heard of underaged drin- 
kers bragging about how they got it," 
said Mr. Dickson. 

"It's a case of obeying the law. 
Some keep trying however and we do 
get nasty remarks," he said. 

In a press release of June 29, Con- 
sumer Minister Sidney Handleman said 
"As far as I'm concerned, no other 
form of identification currently in use 
is suitable or acceptable. A driver's 
license of social security card is easi- 
ly berrowed, whereas the age of majo- 
rity cord incorporates o photograph 
of the bearer." 

Application forms for the cards are 
available at Liquor Control Board of 
Ontorio outlets, Brewers Retail sto- 
res, most licensed premises and by a 
written or telephone request to the 
Liquor Licence Board of Ontario. 

The procedure for obtaining age 
of mojority cards is similar to applying 
for a passport, Completed applica- 
tions, bearing the signature of a guo- 
rantor, must be returned together with 
3 possport-size photograph and a S2 
fee. 

The staff at all liquor stores has 
been instructed to provide assistance 
to individuals who require help in 
completing the forms, Mr. Handleman 
soid. 

More than 7,000 of the cards, 
which were introduced in Ontario in 
1973, have been issued to date. Ini- 
tially, the cords were intended to pro- 
vide proof of age in licensed establish= 
ments. 
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Sewage service rates 
increased hy 52% 


Sewage service rates for Deseronto 
residents will be going up 52 percent 
pending opproval by the Ontario Munici- 
pal Board. Deseronto Town Council ap- 
proved the bylaw during their regular 
meeting Monday night. 


The higher rate for residents is due 
to an increase by the Ministry of the 
Environment effective Jan. 1, 1976, to 
85.28 cents from 76.3 cents in 1973 per 
thoysand gallons used. 


Several council members expressed 
the thought that the difference in rates 
would not be so great if the Deseronto 
Ratepayers Association had not forced 
down the original estimate in 1972 
when the sewer system was put in. At 
the time , the Ministry of Environment 
had estimated the cost to the town at 
91.5 cents per thousand gallons. At the 
request of the ratepayers association, the 
rate was lowered to 76.3 cents per thou- 


sand gallons or 145 percent of the water 
bill. 


For the average residents with an an- 


nual water bill of $55, the sewage service 


rate since 1973 has been $80, for a total 
bill of $135. 


When the bylaw becomes effective, 
the same residents will pay $122 for 
the sewage service, for a total of $177. 
or 221 percent of the water bill. 


The Town of Deseronto has also 
received a notice from the Ministry that 
rates will go up again in January of 
1977 to 94.2 cents per thousand gal- 
lons. 


Therefore, the present increase 
of 221 percent by the Town will try to 
cover the money lost since the January 
1976 increase and to prevent another 
increase in 1977 when Ministry rates 
go up. 


Reeve Lyons said the increase would 
not have been as steep had not the cit- 
izens complained and forced the rates 
down in 1973. "A lot of people will be 
upset," he said. 


Councillor Johnson added "I'm sor- 
ry people put through so much authori- 


ty a few years ago, now we are paying” 
for it." 


Another problem which indirectly 
increase the water rate is the fact that 
apparently some residents connected 
their sump pump to the sewage system 
instead of to the rain sewers. This is 
against bylaw regulations and Mayor 
Dickinson suggested that is was "high 
time we have an inspection in town of 
sewage facilities. The amount of water 
going through the plant is excessive." 


Half a million to 
Sheller - Globe 


The Eastern Ontario Development 
Corporation has approved an incentive 
loan of $500,000 to Sheller-Globe of 
Canada Limited, announced Clarke T. 
Rollins , MPP Hastings-Peterborough 
in a release last week. 


The company is to establish new pro 
duction facilites in Deseronto for its 
range of school buses to serve Eastern 
Canada and the North Eastern United 
States. 


There are already two plants of 
Sheller-Globe in operation in Ontario. 
One in Cambridge and one at Brantford 
as well as one in Morris, “‘anitoba. 

The loan bears an interest rate of 
12 1/4 percent. 

Production at the Deseronto plant 
is scheduled to begin in August. 


Town questions police force 


Constable Kewley's resignation from 
the Deseronto Police Force has promted 
some Town of Deseronto Council mem- 
bers to question the need for four police- 
men. 


Mayor Dickinson answered by saying 
thot in order for the force to be able to 
cover the town at all time, three police 
officers and a chief are really needed. 


Councillor Fletcher then suggested 
that the town hire a bylaw officer who 
would act as a police officer os well. 


He was told by Councillor Brooks 
that every officer in the force has to 
enforce bylaws. 


Police Chief Carl Beattie, who 
was not at the meeting, later said that 
"we would not get the quality we are 
getting now if they cut members from 
the force. | don't see how it's possible. 


"With four policement, we still 
ore unable to cover 24 hours a day, 
only 20. If they cut the force, the 
municipolity will suffer and so will the 
toxpayers who will have to cover the 
overtime," said the Chief.

A concept 
of native title 


(Continued from previous issue) 

The question inevitoble arises as to 
just whot the Indians surrendered when 
they signed treaties or engaged in act- 
ivities that today the government claims 
were actions on the port of the Indians 
extinguishing their title. Firstly, the 
Indian concept of land ownership is cer- 
tainly not inconsistent with the idea of 
sharing with an alien people. Once the 
Indians recognized them os human beings, 
they gladly shared with them. They 

shared with the Europeans in the some 
way they shared with the onimals. But 
sharing here cannot be interpreted as 
meaning that Europeans got the same 
rights as any other native person, because 
they were not descendants of the original 
grantees, or they were not parties to the 
original social contract. Sharing cer- 
tainly cannot be interpreted os meaning 
that one is giving up for all eternity his 
rights. 

The above philosophy, property 
concepts, and ramifications and 

implications thereof, may sound ridiculous 
and fairy-tale-like, but what philosophy 
does not? Do biblical stories make sense? 
To native people they sound rather ridic- 
ulous and make-believe. Does the "Crown 
as a fictitious entity make more sense ? 

The writer does not think so. 

If-we look at Canada and ask again, 
"How did she gain the title to the lands 
within its boundaries ?', it certainly 
cannot claim title via aboriginal rights. 
It cannot claim sovereignty through con- 
quest. Who did it conquer? Sure, one 
or two small tribes may have been con- 
quered, but certainly not most Indian 
tribes. On the contrary, she chose to 
enter into peace and friendship treaties 
with most tribes. If ore tribe was actu-

If the Crown can claom any type 
of interest, it can legitimize this claim 
through conveyance, and only through 
conveyance.

It certainly is 
not a fee simple. 

If justice and fairness are underlying 
goals of today's government and court 
system, then the concepts and philosophy 
of the Indian people should certainly 
be taken into consideration and given 
as much weight as British concepts and 
philisophy. But if justice and fairness 
ore not underlying goals, then we should 
stop covering ourselves with a false aura 
of sacredness and bring out things in the 
open, so everybody knows where they 
stand. In other words, if we cannot be 
bothered with justice and fairness, we 
should at least, be truthful.

CONTRACTUAL OBLIGATIONS 
(a) Sewage Service System 


Under date of February 3, 1969, the Corporation passed a by-law 
Number 1618, whereby it entered into an Agreement with Ontario 
Water Resources Commission, for the provision of sewage service 
to the Corporation of the Town of Deseronto. Under the terms of 
this Agreement, Ontario Water Resources Comission have agreed 
to supply sewage services to the municipality and the runicipal- 
ity has agreed to pay Ontario Water Resources Comaission for 
this service as follows.

i. A gallonage charge of $1.066 per 1,000 Imperial Gallons 
of water delivered to the Town.

MPP backs new bridge

area needs for the foreseeable future", 
he said. "We have all the necessary 
data now so let's get together and 

move chead immediately or we may not 
see a new bridge for decades." 


Water plant 
underway 


Work at the site of the new water- 
filtration plant in Deseronto began last 
Tuesday by the firm of Stewart and 
Hinan of St-Catherines. 

Site engineer John Bryson said 
the company was presently digging 
and blasting to a depth of 14 or 15 
feet and in 3 to 4 weeks will be pour- 
ing the foundation.

The plant is being built at a sum 
of 1.4 million dollars and should be 


completed by Sept. 19, 1977.

The company hopes the employees 
will be stricly Canadian and all from 
the Deseronto area if there are enough 
people to fill the jobs.

Mosquito control 


If you have a mosquito problem in 
your backyard, there ore several steps 
you can take to rid yourselves of these 
aggravating insects, says Ontario Minis- 
try of Agriculture and Food hosticulturist 
J.K. Hughes. 


Mosquitos breed and develop in still 
water. Therefore to cut down on their 
numbers you should eliminate all standin: 
water in your yard, change the water 
tn bird baths and wading pools every 
week, clean out clogged eavestroughs 
ond drainoge ditches, ond empty and 
dispose of old tire, paint cans and 
buckets. 


In The daytime, these pesky insects 
like to hide in dark, protected spots, 
such as shrubbery, high gross ond other 
begetation. By regularly Mowing the 
weeks and grass, trimming hedges and 
removing unnecessary shrubs and trees, 
you con reduce the mosquito problem 
significontly - 


For ony mosquitoes that Manage to’ 
get inside the house despite screens on 
the doors and windows, dichlorves strips 
will provide excellent control, as will 
mosquito coils or insecticides in Gerosol 
cons. 


To avoid getting badly bitten, wear 


covering clothing such os longsleeved

Mr. Hughes points that lighter 
clothing is less attractive to mosquitoes 
than dark. 


There are several good repellents 
available which contain diethyltoluamide 
these will provide adequate protection if 
used properly, says Mr. Hughes, but he 
advises you read the label carefully 
Repellents should 
be applied thinly but evenly over all 
exposed skin. If you are exercising 
heavily, you will probably need to use 
more frequent applications.

Mr. Hughes warns that repellents 
are solvents of plastics and can damage 
eyeglass frames, watch crystals and 


synthetic fabrics such as nylon.

adoptive parent's desire to feel secure 
in their relationship with the adoptee," 


said Jomes Taylor, on the report. 


The report of the [2-person Commi- 
ttee recommends that a Registry be es- 
tablished to enable adopted children 
and biological parents to contact each 
other or exchange information where 
they are both agreeable, and where the 
adopted child is over I8 years of age, . 

In most cases, the Registry would 
play a passive role, os recommended by 
the Committee. It would record the 
names of adoptees and biological pa- 
rents wishing a reunion. _ It would not 
actively orrange reunions or provice 
identifying information when only one 
party registered. When two parties re~ 
gister, a mediator, named by the Pro- 
vince, would counsel both parties about 
the possible effect of such a renuion anc 

assist them in a reunion if desirable. 

The report recommends such infor- 
mation would be exchanged when the 
adoptive child was over I8 years of age. 

Mr. Taylor added that it might 
also be preferable that the adopted per- 
son be no longer dependent on his or her 
adoptive parents prior to the exchange 
of information. 

"It is my view that people would be 
best served by such a Registry if it is 
provincially administered for consisten- 
cy across the Province and for the grea- 
test degree of condifentiality . I do 
not concur with the philosophy that

in the best interests of all parties. The- 
re is a looseness now in the system that 
should be tightened, but in a sensitive 
humane and rational way that considers 
the best interests of all parties," said 
Mr. Taylor. 

In the meantime, Mr. Taylor has 
asked for the co-operation of the 50 
Children 's Aid Societies in Ontario, 
to tighten up in general on the confi- 
dentiality of supporting documents to 
an adoption and that all parties in an 
adoption know and understand what in- 
formation is held and where. 

It is anticipated that a very small 
percent of the adoptees in Ontario and 
their natural parents would pursue such 
a course of reunion or information ex- 
change. 

The 26-page report is a result of 
four months of study by the committee 
and a series of public meetings on the 
issue held in Toronto, Belleville, St. 
Catharines, Sudbury and London. Mr. 
Taylor established the committee in 
February to help formulate overall pro- 
vincial policy in light of the inconsis- 
tency of Children's Aid Societies poli- 
cies across the Province on the matter. 

Voluntary members of the commit- 
tee chaired by the Provincial Adoption 
Co-ordinator for the Ministry, Victoria 
Leach, included adoptees, adoptive 
porents, representatives of Children's 
Aid Societies and Parent Finders, a 
journalist and a graduate student.

An Agricultural and Rural Develop- 
ment Agreement (ARDA) contribution of 
$900,000 will help convert what is now 
a major pollutant into an important new 
source of protein. 

Ralston Purina of Canada Ltd. will 
use the funds to help finance the cons- 
truction of o whey utilization plant at 
Trenton, it was announced last week by 
the Honorable William G. Newman, 
Ontario's Minister of agriculture and 
food and the Honourable Marcel Lessard 
Canada's minister of regional economic 
expansion. 

The disposal of raw whey, the li- 
quid remaining ofter coagulating milk 
from cheese, has been a chronic problem 
for cheese manufacturing plants in East 
Central Ontario. In fact, it hos been 
one of the biggest waste problems in the 
food industry. 

However, whey powder is a high 
quality protein and can be used as 
animal and as a supplement to human 


foods such as bokery products, chocolate 
and ice cream. Food scientists at the 
University of Guelph are developing 
further uses for the substance. 

Liquid whey, nine pounds of which 
are created from the production of one 
pound of cheese, is 94 percent woter. 
Ralston Purina will purchase the whey 
from the cheese factories and transport 
it to the new processing plant, where’ the 
water will be evaporated and the remai- 
ning solids crystallized into powder. 
Under another ARDA Program, assistance 
is being provided to the cheese factories 
for installation of holding tanks for sto- 
rage of whey until collection. 

Disposal of whey has been a persis- 
tent environmental problem for cheese 
manufacturers because it contains lacto- 
se (milk sugar), which is not easily bro- 
ken down in nature. Rural residents ho- 
ve objected to the odors caused by dum- 
ping whey in lagoons and fields.

The ARDA grant will be shared on 
2 50-50 basis by Onario and Canada 
under the 1975-77 Agricultural and Rural 
Development Agreement. 


Hastings loggers 
dissatisfied 


A brief by Hastings area loggers 
will be presented to the Ontorio 
Goyernment July 22, concerning wor- 
king conditions of loggers and the 
shortage of timber. 


It was drawn up by six loggers 
and Dave Hobson, Hastings-Peterbo- 
rough Liberal Candidate.

“In addition, we believe this is a 
fairer showing of available natural 
resources for all involved." 

The brief goes on to state different 
regulations such as uniform dues on 
timber licences, the absence of which 
encourages inefficient operations. 


To leave all open crown land and 
encourage finder's choice. This will 
encourage the smoll entrepeneur to find 
ond harvest mature timber at no cost 
to the Ministry. 


Timber licences should revert to 
the crown when the company holding 
the licences ceases to operate.

In Conade last year, four people 
died ofter eating improperly prepared 
marine products. They were victims 
of the deadliest form of food Poisoning 
known to mon, Botulism. Though it is 
extremely rare, botulism strikes seve- 
ral Canadians every year. There have 
been a few cases of botulism due to 
inadequately processed commercially 
prepared foods, but most outbreaks ore 
associated with home prepared foods 
which have been improperly preserved, 
stored under anaerobic ( in the absence 
of oxygen) conditions and consumed 
without appropriate heating. 

Botulinum toxin can occur in 
low-acid canned or Processed foods 
whenever inadequate heating or proce- 
ssing permits spore survival. Conditions 
which contribute to the devd opment 
of toxin are lack of air, as in a sealed 
con, jar or plastic package; foods whict 
contain little or no added acid, such 
as meat, poultry, fish, seafood, mush-

content and should be treated with care 
and temperatures between 4C(40F) and 
46C (II5F). Growth of the spores is 
fastest at about 38C (I00F). 

If these conditions are present and 
adequate precautions are not taken, 
botulinum spores can germinate and pro- 
duce a toxin so potent that one cupful 
of the pure toxin could kill the entire 
population of the world. 

Sometimes cans or jars with food 
containing botulinum toxin will bulge 
or have off odours, but this doesn't ' 
always happen. It is not uncommon 
for a botulinum-contaminated food 
to appear and smell normal . 

Frozen or dried foods and those 
with high concentrations of acid, salt 
or sugar do not support the growth of 
botulinum bacteria and are therefore 
usually quite safe to eat. 

The early signs of botulism, fatigue 
weakness and blurred vision, usually 
develop about 8 to 72 hours after eatinc 
food containing botulinum toxin. These 
symptons are followed by laboured brea- 
thing, difficulty in speaking clearly, 
dizziness, headaches, abdominal dis- 
comfort, vomiting and muscle paralysis. 
Botulims is difficult to diagnose because 
of its rare occurrence and the similarity 
of its symptons to many other illnesses. 
An antitoxin does exist, but it should 
be given as soon as possible and is not 

The Health Protection Branch of 
Health and Welfare Canada offers 
guidelines against botulism . 


Never use or even taste canned 
foods that show any sign of spoiloge . 
Bulging can ends and jar lids usually 
indicate spoilage. When you open 
the container, check for off odors, 
froth , foam or mold. 


When a commercially prepared 
food is involved, a large number of 
people may be ot risk; therefore, report 
any suspect food to your local public

home canning 


health authorities or the Health Protec- 
tion Branch. 

When home canning, always follow 
recommended canning procedures. 

All vegetables, meat and fish must 
be processed in o pressure canner. Boi- 
ling temperatures are insufficient to 
destroy all the bacterial spores in these 
foods. Meat and fish ore particularly 
susceptible to the growth of botulinum 
bacteria, they ore not recommentled for 
home conning. 

Check containers and contents 
before using the food. If there ore ony 
signs of spoilage, do not taste it, 
throw it out. 

Often there may be no signs of 
spoilage. As an extra measure of sofety, 
it is o wise precaution to boil home 
canned vegetables for 10 minutes before * 
tasting. 

Conned fruits, jams, jellies, pickle 
and relishes do not cause botulism; high 
concentrations of acid, salt or sugar 
prevent the growth of botulinum bacte- 
ria. 


lris care now 


The iris season is quickly coming 
to an end. Right ofter they have rea- 
ched their prime is the best time to 
rejuvenate iris beds or plant new ones. 
If you wait until the fall, the irises will 
have formed insufficient reot growth 
before winter sets in, resulting in the 
roots being heaved out of the ground by 
frost action in the spring. 

Ontario Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food horticulturist D.D. McNeill 
recommends that established clumps 
of irises be dug up and divided every 
three or four years. This is extremely 
important if the iris clumps are to be 
kept from becoming too large and over- 
crowded. 

If the rhizomes or roots ore crisp - 
and brittle, let them lie in the sun for 
and hour to soften. Once they have 
become easier to work with, take o 
sharp knife and cut the young, vigou- 

rous, healthy roots from the outside of 
the clump to replant. It is not a good 
idea to use a spade to divide the plants. 
The spade wastes too much food plan- 
ting material and causes large wounds 
through which disease organisms may 
enter. The central portion of the root 
should be thrown into the compost heap 
since it is usually weak and may show 
signs of decay. 

Iris clumps need to be kept well 
hoed throughout the summer to prevent 
weed growth. Once the weeds become 
established among the rhizomes, they 
ore very difficult to eradicate. 

"The foliage should be trimmed 
back to about two to three inches befo- 
re replanting, " says Mr. McNeill. 

"If the irises are kept well-watered, 
the blooms next year should be even 
better thon in previous years."

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Take proper precautions to 
avoid swimming fatalities

Watching the Olympic swimmers 
makes us realize how thoroughly human 
beings hove mastered the woter. Who- 
ever said " if we'd been meant to swim 
we'd have come equipped with fins and 
cold blood" could never have seen the 
100-meter craw! performed in well un- 
der o minute. 

Less sploshily, perhops, than the 
aquatic elite of the Olympics, millions 
of Canadians nevertheless take the 
plunge at this time of year. And why 
not? Swimming is good clean fun. It . 
expands the lungs exercises the heart 
ond muscles, tones you up all over and 
makes you feel food. If you do it sen- 
sibly that is. 

But either through inexperience 
or over-confidence many people oban- 
don sense when they abandon land. 
in Ontario, some 500 peo- 
ple drowned. Many of these fatalities 
could have been avoided had the victim 


Last year, 


taken proper safety precautions. 

To start with, know what you're 
getting into. Check that the water you 
plan to swim in has no obstacles like 
rocks or weeds. And ensure that the 
current isn't stronger than you are. 

If you're going to dive, intoa 
lake, a river, an ocean or a pool, ma- 
ke sure you know how deep the water 
is the reason for taking this precaution 
is to avoid spinal-cord injury, which 
may result in permanent paralysis. 

Since even the strongest swimmers 
can get into difficulties, it's advisoble 
always to swim in company, never alo- 
ne. And swimming ofter dark, ina 
storm, or immediately following a hea- 
vy meal can spell trouble. 

Because roughly a quarter of those 
who drowned last year were children 
under 10. particular attention should

be paid to their safety. Kids who can't 
swim should never be allowed to rely 
on inflatable toys or on other floating 
objects. And children should always 
be seen and heard when playing near 


water. 


It's a good idea to teach children 
to swim at as young an age os possible 
and , ot the same time, to instruct 
them fully about water safety so it be- 


comes a habit. 


Since many water mishaps occur 
through poorly planned efforts to help 
others, you should know that diving in 
after someone who's fallen from o 
boat can double the potential danger. 
The person overboard should be thrown 
an oar or rope or some buoyant object 
like a lifebelt, or even a gas can or 
thermos jug. 


You may not need fins and cold 
blood to enjoy swimming, but you 
do need your wits, and a cool head to 
do it safely. 


Air conditioner 
hazards

tion department is "concerned" about 
possible fire hazards associated with 
air conditioners as the province enters 
its annual hot and humid season. 

Jack Dicker, department manager, 


warns that improper installation of the- 
se units has already caused a number of 
fires in homes and apartments in various 
parts of the province. 

"The most common cause is using 
overloaded extension cords and plug- 
ging them into receptacles not designa- 
ted for this purpose." 

He said each air conditioning unit 
should have its own wall receptacle ca- 
Hydro 
inspectors reported one Windsor house 
$21,000 damages recently traced to 
an overloaded extension cord beneath 
the chesterfield. 

Another common fault is to place 
the cord beneath a rug. When over- 
heating occurs in the cord, it can start 
© serious fire. Blowing of fuses is ano- 


pable of carrying 15 omperes.

To produce long, straight spikes, it 
is necessary to stake them. The spikes

"Our men do not wear Hydro uni- 
forms," says J.A Dicker, manager of 
electrical inspections, "but each ins- 
pector does carry an identification card 
with his name, signature, employee 
number and photo. 

Ontario Hydro is responsible for 
the inspection of all new electric wiring 


and electrical appliance installations 
throughout the province, including 


municipalities served by local Hydro 
systems. 


"When our employees visit a home 
they are either to inspect a specific ins- 
tallation of equipment or at the request 
of the Fire Marshal's office, local fire

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Reserve Now Park 


A popular Manitoulin Island park 
is expanding its facilities with the assis- 
tance of an $18,000 Agricultural and Ru- 
ral Development Agreement grant. . 

The funds will be used to build a 
showerhouse and to install inside plum- 
bing, outside plumbing and hydro at La-- 
ke Wolsey (Obejewung) Park, located 
Il miles southwest of the town of Gore 
Bay. 

Announcement of the ARDA grant, 
which will be shared 50-50 by the fede- 
ral and provincial governments, was ma- 
de by the Honourable Marcel Lessard, 
Canada's minister of regional economic 
expansion, and the Honourable William 
G. Newman, Ontorio's minister of agri- 
culture and food. 

Purchased by Arda in 1968 and ope- 
rated by the Western Manitoulin Board 
of Trade, the 237 - acre park's 90 camp- 
sites ore filled to capacity on most sum- 
mer Weekends. Expansion of the park 
will help meet the needs of the Island's 
growing tourist industry. 

"Obejewung" is an Indian word mea- 
ning "where the water rises" and has the 
name of an Indian reservation which used 
to be located neor the park. 


Indians Display 
for Olympics 


Mohawks of the Caughnawaga In- 
dian Reserve, near Montreal, are gi— 
ving Olympic visitors a view of their 
lifestyle, past and present. 

One purpose of this event is to 
give visitors from other countries a 
chonce to see the Indians os they really 
are. 

Visitors come by the thousand 
to watch Indian dance rituals, ceremo- 
nial chants and the re-enactement of 
a classic pow-wow in the setting of a 
recreated Mohawk village from earlier 
times. 

Chiefs from major tribes across Ca- 
nada ore assisting the Mohawks in de- 
monstrating Indian arts and crafts and 
lifestyles. 


Sports played on the Caughnawaga 
Reserve include golf, baseball, hockey 
and lacrosse. Chief Delisle, head of 
the band council there thinks that la- 
crosse should have been included in the 
Olympics. He said the game is played 
in the United States and many European 
countries. 


George Hill, organizer of the event 
said that the Indian performances orga- 
nized by the Olympic Committee did 
not give on authentic view of Indian 
traditions and was misleading. 

Proceeds from the admission charge 

and sales of Indian crafts will go toa 
fund for the projected $250,000 hospi- 
tal for the reserve who now has only 
a clinic staffed by two nurses. 

The reserve has a population of 
5,000, the second largest concentration 
of Indians in the country ofter Brant- 
ford, Ont, which has a population of 
8,000.
